[Tempus Fugit: Field Day 2001 Is Here, pan Henderson, NiND 


empus Fugit. It is hard to fathom that Latin proverb. But when you look at the 

calendar and see June 2001, you start to realize the truth behind it. To many it will 

only seem like last week that we were participating in the annual summertime 

Amateur Radio phenomenon known as Field Day. Something that seemed far away 
when we saw Stanley Kubrick’s masterpiece movie 2001: A Space Odyssey those many years 
ago now is here. The imaginative ideas behind the Hal 9000 Super Computer of the movie or 
reaching out deep into the heavens are reality. 


The strength in Field Day does not lay in the score that you post or the number of transmitters 
you put on the air: it lies in the number of operators who actually participate and gain valuable 
operating experience. You should complete a contact with any transmitter you claim. Don’t add 
transmitters just so your group can be in a class to “set a record.” Add operators first, then add 
transmitter opportunities for those learning the hobby can be successful in completing QSOs for 
Field Day. 


One frequently asked Field Day question since December 1999 is “what is the ARRL going to do 
about the Novice / Tech station.” For Field Day 2001, there is no change in the rules applicable 
to the Novice /Tech Plus station. We are looking at ways to achieve the purposes of this station 
within the new license structures. Several ideas are being considered in this respect. If you have 
a unique idea, let us know. This will be the last year the Novice / Tech Plus station operates 
under the current guidelines. 


The Demonstration Mode Bonus Category proved itself to be very popular and a successful 
addition to Field Day. This year, the bonus has been expanded to allow up to 3 demonstration 
modes, each for a 100 point Bonus Credit. Remember that this “non-traditional” bonus category 
may not include modes for which regular QSO credit is already given, with one exception. Many 
groups have expressed a desire to include packet into this category. Your group may use packet 
as a demonstration mode for the bonus if you set-up and demonstrate a portable packet 
network. You must set up a portable digipeater to claim this credit. You may not use an already 
existing packet network and claim this bonus credit.

Traffic handling is an important part of Field Day. We have amended the Traffic Handling Bonus 
for 2001. You may now claim 10 points per message, up to 100 points maximum for every 
message originated, relayed or received and delivered. In the past, this bonus was only available 
for messages received and relayed. You may not include the message your group originates to 
the Section Manager or Section Emergency Coordinator in this total, since it already receives a 
separate bonus.

One of the biggest motivations behind Field Day is to show the public and public officials what 
we can do. Make certain that you contact your elected governmental officials and 
representatives of agencies that Amateur Radio can serve in times of emergency in your area. If 
one of your special invited guests visits your set-up, you earn an additional 100-point bonus. 


While the ARRL has adopted a new standard log file submission format for its contests, keep in 
mind that for Field Day, you submit dupe sheets only, not log files. You do not have to submit 
Cabrillo log files for your Field Day entry. Do make certain, however that you use the new 2001 
Field Day Submission Summary Sheet (found in this information packet and on line at www. 
arrl.org/contests/forms ). When you send in your submission, remember to include a 
completely filled out summary sheet, dupe sheets by band and mode, and documentation to 
support your claims for bonus points. And please include photographs. As we expand our 
presence on the ARRL Web, we hope to begin using more Field Day group photographs on-line. 


Field Day 2001 kicks off at 1800 UTC on June 23 and runs until 2100 UTC June 24. With 
apologies to Arthur C. Clarke and Stanley Kubrick, Good Luck in making Field Day 2001: your 
first great Ham Radio Odyssey of the Third Millennium!

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FIELD DAY: SATELLITES 


Among the most active satellites during Field Day—and among the easiest to use—are the Radio 
Sputnik birds: RS-13, RS-15 and if it is available AO-10. To make contacts through RS-13 and 
RS-15 you will need a 2 meter CW/SSB transceiver with 20 to 30 watts output and a 10 meter 
receiver. You can use a small beam antenna for the 2 meter uplink and a wire dipole for the 10 
meter downlink. All of these satellites should make several good passes near your location 
during Field Day weekend. Each pass lasts about 15 minutes. You can determine the best times 
in advance by using a satellite tracking software program. Just write down the schedule times 
and you are all set.

Have a dual band VHF/UHF FM rig that can receive below 437 MHz? Try AO-27, UO-14 & SO-

If you can transmit SSB on 2 meters and receive on 70 cm, try OSCARs 20 and 29. Neither 
satellite is particularly active, even on Field Day, but they have excellent range and solid signals.

Some Final Considerations: 

When it comes to VHF/UHF operating, antenna height is everything (the only exception is 
satellite operation). To make the most of your VHF/UHF capability, you'll need to mount your 
antennas on portable supports or select a hill or mountain for your Field Day site. Feed line loss 
is substantial at VHF and UHF, so use the best coaxial cable you can find. If you exploit 

the VHF/UHF bands to their full potential, you'll be surprised at how many points you'll add to 
your score. And if the HF bands are dear, VHF and UHF may save the day!

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Youth Groups & Clubs, py Brian mileshosky, NSZGT

There are countless numbers of Amateur Radio clubs and groups in the United States. Almost 
every city or town has a club or some kind of group, whether they are just socially or technically 
oriented, or both. 


However, if you have ever been to a club meeting, Field Day, or any other Amateur activity, you 
have probably noticed that most of the hams present are, well...older than us. Please don't get 
me wrong. There is absolutely nothing wrong with older people in these clubs, but it is always 
nice to be involved with some other people our age. This month I am going to introduce to you 
some groups and clubs that are oriented towards young Amateur Radio operators, like you and 
me. 


If you live in the Boulder, Colorado area you have probably heard of the Boulder Amateur Radio 
Club (BARC). The BARC sponsors a club especially for young people who are both licensed, or 
are interested in ham radio, named the BARC Jr.'s. This club was founded by Rip (NVOM) and 
Ellie (NOQCX) Van Winkle in 1991 and has been a success ever since then. The BARC Jr.'s 
currently have 35 members, who plan and run the club by themselves, and only 6 of them aren't 
licensed! 7 of the members hold Extra class licenses, too. Some of the activities the BARC Jr.'s 
partake in include field trips, Christmas parties, public relations events, fundraising and more. 
The BARC Jr.'s even set up their own Field Day (They plan and do everything from start to 
finish), participate in the annual Dayton Hamvention, build kits and help each other become 
_» licensed and upgrade. There are 14 adult Elmers in the club who are more than happy to help 
the members during activities. The BARC Jr.'s even have their own officers, directors and 
treasurer, have meetings every Saturday, and run their own weekly net on the 146.70 BARC 
repeater! One of the goals for the BARC Jr.'s is to create a mini-Dayton for themselves and their 
families. The members of BARC Jr.'s "graduate" into the regular BARC club once they turn 18. 


Do you feel like some adventure? Many Explorer Posts around the country are involved in 
Amateur Radio and search & rescue, and are sponsored by regular ham radio clubs. The 
Albuquerque (New Mexico) Amateur Radio Club sponsors Explorer Post 296. This Post has been 
active for about 8 months now, has meetings twice a month and operates a 220 MHz repeater. 
Post 296 is planning on becoming involved in search & rescue, and public relations events 
(Races, etc.) by helping with communications. There are 11 active Amateurs in the Post. Other 
activities this Post participates in include camping, Amateur Radio contests and more! Ask your 
local Amateur Radio club if there is such a group in your area. If not, suggest that they start 
one. If you are between the ages of 14 and 21, you are eligible to join such an Explorer Post. 


Perhaps the largest youth oriented Amateur Radio "group" is K2BSA based out of Irving, Texas. 
Does the call look familiar to anyone? If you are not aware of it, K2BSA is the official ham radio 
callsign of the Boy Scouts of America. But this is a different kind of group. This group does not 
have monthly meetings, or dues, and it happens to welcome both those who have their Amateur 
Radio licenses, and those who do not. K2BSA is one of the most coveted stations that 
participates in Jamboree On The Air (JOTA), an annual event that gives scouts from all over the 
world a chance to meet by using Amateur Radio. 


However, the most popular event K2BSA participates in is the Boy Scouts of America's National

Seldom does the story of an organization's founding outlive the memory of those who founded it. 
The members who come later search diligently among the mitten and potsherds of notes for 
their beginnings, often in vain. 


So it is with the 10-10 International Net. Those who could have recorded it saw it as part of 
their day to day activities. The thoughts and impulses that motivated their acts were normal, 
familiar processes. There was no need for recording. 


We grope for much of the story of the beginning. This is certain: when the list of founders was 
gathered the name of Irv Hunter, K6PWO, of Glendora, CA stands pre-eminent. The 10-10 
International Net is the projection of his thoughts; the 10-10 spirit is the reflection of his 
enthusiasm; the growth of 10-10 is the fruition of his labor. 


Around Irv gathered a group who saw hope for ten meter activity with this innovation. So i10- 
10i was born, but the nursery period was still ahead. To put a date on it's history, we must go 
back to a spring day in March of 1962. 


Ten meters had been roaring during the fifties. Then came the sixties and a bad case of the 
doldrums. Lack of good propagation resulted in lack of interest. Many amateurs abandoned ten 
meters for greener pastures. The mass exodus was cause for concern on the part of a lot of ten 
meter enthusiasts. There was fear that lack of activity might cause the FCC to consider 
assigning this portion of the radio frequency spectrum to another service. In 1961, Irv Hunter, 
K6PWO, started talking about forming an amateur radio organization to promote activity and 
every day use of the ten meter band. In March of 1962 a meeting took place at the San Dimas 
Canyon Park, near Irv's home in Glendora, for the purpose of forming such an organization. A 
picnic lunch was held and several hams from the area attended...and the seed was planted. 


This small group of stalwarts decided that the net would meet every day of the week except 
Sunday at "10:00 am local time...or 1800 UTC. (Aha, 'see you on Ten at Ten’....a natural')". So 
the name quickly became "10-10 Net". The frequency of 28.800 MHz was chosen as the primary 
daytime net 

frequency.

Requirements are 10 contacts with hams with 10-10 numbers. List in serial order of 10-10 
numbers, call, name, QTH and date worked. Even Novice and Tech+ hams work the 10 meter 
band.
